SCHOOL  REPORTS. 


SCHOOL.     REPORT, 

Union  District  No.  2. 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  place  upon  record  the  fact  that  during 
the  past  year  the  schools  have  made  uninterrupted  progress. 
While  education  in  New  Hampshire  has  a  low  rank  in 
comparison  with  other  states  of  the  Union,  it  is  doubtless 
true  that  the  schools  of  Bristol  will  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  other  towns  of  like  size  in  our  commonwealth. 

The  High  school  was  never  in  more  efficient  hands  than 
now;  excellent  order  and  good  attendance  have  been  main- 
tained. The  board  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  principal 
in  consenting  to  the  performance  of  duties  which  do  not 
belong  to  her  department  of  service.  The  Grammar  school 
is  overcrowded  with  work  but  the  teacher  cheerfully  bears 
the  burdens  against  which  her  predecessor  entered  protest. 
We  were  fortunate  in  our  emergency  of  December  in  secur- 
ing one  so  well  fitted  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Florence  B.  Dodge. 

The  Intermediate  and  the  two  Primary  schools  are  in 
charge  of  the  very  teachers  we  would  select  if  we  were  free 
to  choose  from  scores  of  applicants.  The  1st  Primary  has 
been  densely  overcrowded  with  pupils  and  we  were  com- 
pelled to  force  the  children  ahead  all  along  the  line  to 
relieve  the  pressure  in  the  lowest  room.  Prizes  have  been 
awarded  the  pupils  when  no  absences  were  marked  against 


them  for  three  terms.  The  device  has  proved  itself  an 
excellent  factor  in  the  interests  of  good  attendance.  Still 
there  are  a  few  families  in  the  district  where  the  parents, 
having  no  education,  are  unable  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
educational  advantages  to  their  children  who  absent  them- 
selves from  school  upon  any  pretext  whatever.  To  look 
these  truants  up  and  to  require  their  presence  at  school  has 
added  to  the  expense  of  the  district.  We  were  glad  to 
obtain  the  services  of  Mr.  Chas.  W.  Fling  as  truant   officer. 

The  board  hopes  to  extend  the  school  year  to  thirty-six 
weeks  ending  in  June. 

The  public  can  scarcely  be  aware  of  the  need  of  repairs 
upon  the  school  building  to  put  it  in  a  fair  condition. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  in  type  Miss  Maynard  has  been 
compelled  to  withdraw  on  account  of  sickness.  She  hopes 
to  be  able  to  resume  her  duties  at  the  beginning  of  next 
term.     Her  place  is  filled  by  Miss  Grace  M.  Dearborn.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  big  change  inas- 
much as  there  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  kind  in  town 
and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  or  diph- 
theria reported  to  the  board  the  past  season. 

The  continued  good  health  of  the  town  demands  some 
attention  to  the  sewer  system  and  to  some  of  the  sewer  out- 
lets where  it  is  not  considered  by  the  board  to  be  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  promote  continued  good  health  to  the  immedi- 
ate neighborhood.  One  place  in  particular  being  the  outlet 
of  the  Union  St.  sewer  into  Quimby's  meadow  or  the  cove 
so  called  where  there  is  a  filth}'  stench  very  noticeable  at 
any  time  and  frequently  very  disagreeable.  We  also  think 
that  if  the  sewers  are  still  to  continue  to  be  allowed  to  dis- 
charge into  the  river  all  through  the  village  that  the  outlets 
should  be  put  under  water  all  the  time,  as  the  water  con- 
tinues to  be  low  every  Sunday  and  the  whole  river  smells 
like  an  open  sewer,  which  in  our  opinion  is  very  detrimen- 
tal to  public  health  and  the  welfare  of  the  town  in  general.
